Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 43, cited prior art does not teach a computer-implemented 
method of enabling a sender to create a multi-media message to a recipient that 
includes wherein the sender Is presented with an option to choose at least two animated 
entities wherein the chosen animated entities automatically deliver their portions of the 
email text message according to the position in the text message of their associated 
indicator and independent of recipient interaction beyond opening the email text 
message; 

Regarding claim 44, cited prior art does not teach a computer-implemented 
method of enabling a sender to create a multi-media message to a recipient that 
includes receiving from the sender an email text message wherein the first and second 
animated entities automatically deliver their associated text wherein the delivering is 
associated with an inserted, non-text indicator associated with a respective animated 
entity for delivery of that portion of the text message and independent of recipient 
interaction beyond opening the email text message. 

Claims 45-46, depend from claim 44 and are allowable for the reasons cited 

above.
